'CHAPTER I 

Gene"al and Political 

The 8tcite of Idai, populaily known as “ Nani Maiwar ”, 
IS situated in the noith-east of Guzeiat lying 
Position. betneeu 23°6' and 24°30’ noith latitude and 

72°40’ and 73°43’ east longitude It is bounded on 

the noith by the Natne states of 8iiohi and Mewai, on the east by 
the State of Dungaipiu and on the south and west by the Biitish 
Distiict of Ahinedabad and the teiiitoiy of Baroda

Talukas of the Mahi Kantha Agency and otheis

piincipal of which aie the babaimati. the Hathmati, the Meshvo and 

the Vatiak The soil is rich and feitile excepting 
Physical the hilly tiacts on the north and on the east The 

Features soil is black cotton oi light sandy The average 

rainfall of the State is about 35 inches and the 
piiiicipal pioducts aie wheat, rapeseeJ mehti, makkai, all sorts of 
pulses and oil-seeds, iice, sugarcane and cotton Mango and Mahuia 
trees grow in abudant quantity throughout the State 

The State is noted for its sana stone which far excels in texture, 
fineness and duiability the Porbandei and Hhrangadhia stone ^The 
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giamto rocks at Idar are ascertained to be of the best (juality. 
Bhetali boasts of lime stone quairies, the lime prepared from which 
IS noted for its quality “ Oos ” oi “ Khaio ” of a high quality for 
preparation of soaps abounds in Himatnagar and Bayad Talukas On 
the nest, nhite clay on the Sabannati bank lends itself best foi the- 
prepaiation of suing mateiial The State has also mines of mica, 
asbestos, and steatite It also abounds in rich foiests where teak wood, 
bamboos, babul and khakhras grow in abundance 

The State is connected with a railway line fiom Ahmedabad 
which passes thiough 34 miles of Idar teiritory, teiminating at Khed- 
Brabina which is noted foi its celebiated temples of Amba^i and 
Bidhma]!, the lattei having the only largest idol of Brahma in the 
n hole of India 

(j Among the historical places in the State may be men- 
tioned the town of Idar, the foimei capital of the State, which is 
enclosed on one side by a buck wall now almost 
Histoiical in ruins and on the cthei sides by a range of 

places of hills which foimed a natural pi election in old 

inteiest days Theie are celebrateil Jain temples situated on 

Idar hills drawing Jam pilgiims fiom nearly the 
whole of Gujaiat Khed-Brahma and Shamlaji aie among the principal 
places of pilgiimage and they attract Hindu pilgiims from Gujarat 
and other parts especially duiing the annual fans The Khed-Brahma 
fan lasts fiom Maha Sudi loth to Balgun Sudi 4th when traders 
Jrom Mewar, Shiiohi, Banta, Baroda and Ahmedabad gather m 
numheis foi the sale of then wares The fair at Shamlaji lasts from 
Kaitik Sudi 11th to the end of that month and attracts a large number 
of people from adjoining States and British tenitory 

There is a leper asylum at Bhavnath which is another celebrated 
place of pilgiimage in the State The waters of a Kund theie are 
heheied to be endowed with a healing property

the two brothers, Mahaiajas Anand Singbji and Rai Singhji, Kathor 
Piinces fiom Jodhpur, who acquired the territory 
Histoiy by the valoui of tbeir aims and consolidated it 

Since then the tenitory of Idar has, except for 
a lery short period when it passed back in the hands of the Baos of 
Polo and Rehuars ultimately ending in the re-conquest by Maharaja 
Shi\ Siugh m A D 1751, continued undei the sway of the Suiya 
Vanshi ( Solai race )vRathoi Clan, who have the pioud privilege of 
being the direct descendants ef the hero of the gieat epic Bamayan. 
Thej were ouginally known as Bashtra or Rash trie meaning countiy 
or rule! Kashtra was subsequently by general use crystallised into 
Hathorc Their earliest mention u found in the edicts of Ashoka as

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81 The monsoou as usual set in quite in time i e in the 
spconcl 'neek of June though it commenced in right earnest in the 
month of July 

The rainfall measured m June was less than 2 inches at some 
places 3regra3 onlj" had 3 71 inches ana therefore sowing operations 
could not he undei taken July however brought more than sufficient 
rams and sowing had to be delayed in some places with the result 
that the first sowings were damaged August and September brought 
in timely rains and the standing crops thrived and were in pros- 
perous condition though damaged at certain places as said above 

The monsoon or Khariff crops also gave every hope of a good 
yield Mahutha ( unseasonal ) rams however damaged these crops and 
the yield nas much below expectations 

82 Cotton was extensively sown by cultivators during the year 
under report Other winter crops such as methij rapeseed, gram, &c 
came next There vas every indic<ition of a bumper harvest 

83 Unfoitunately however the unprecedented heavy frost 
destroyed almost 7o°/o of the Ruhhi ciops Immediate steps were taken 
to relieve the cultivators by encouraging them to sow maize, ohino, 
kang, Ac which would give staple food foi themselves and fodder for 
their cattle Anangements for Taccavi for seeds and food to the needy 
cultivators were made. They have also been allowed free use of 
Taibaii and other wells as also of padtar lands and kharabas near 
the rner beds 

84 The following measures among others need special mention -

88 Ml J Y Pa I el who is experienced in forestry and lac 
cultnation, was in charge of the Forest Department during the year 
under repoit As he w<is asked to study the local conditions and 
submit the working plans, he has alieady submitted them with 
draft rules for the Forest Department on the lines of the 
Biilisl. Goreinment and Baroda state’s Forest Acts, w'hich are under 
cor sidt ration of the State Council There are many Babul, Khakhia 
and Boie trees in the khaiaba lauds in some of the forests of the 
Stale which hare uptil now been used as fuel wood A scheme is 
piepued to introduce lac cultnation and with this view a small ex- 
periment was made du ing the list year to attach lac insects to 
Babuls, Khakhias and Bore trees The experiment proved success- 
ful, and it IS hoped, the trees considered useless at present and fit 
only for fuel wood w ill be utilized extensively for lac cultivation and 
made to jielF a better letuin in due course of time 

so A Forest Nursery, wherein plants of Sandal, Eucalyptus, 
Ka]u, Teak, Kokam and such other precious trees weie reared and 
planted had been opened durrug the year under report, but unfortunately 
the severrtj of frost destroyed most of the joung plants and all the 
money and labour spent have been wasted 

90 Uptil now no systematic cutting was done and any 
and every useful tree fell a victrin to the axe of a wood-cutter 
Many precious trees have thus been cut off and sold in the marxet as 
fuel wood This sort of cutting at random has now been stopped and a 
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block and coup sysiem has been intioduced duiing the yeai of 
report and the cutting is being done systematically in a scientific 
method Valuable iiees mil thus be saied fiom the a\e 

91. The foiests that still contain precious tiees will be stuck tly 
re«er\ed and it is under contemplation to ha\e the foiests demarcated 
for nhicli a Suiieyor is appointed 

92 The M ood cutteis are warned to lesoit to sjstematic cutting 
based on impioied method as approied by the Porest Department of 
the British Government and effoits are being made to develop the foiests 
of the State both in lalue and usefulness side by side with agiicultuie 
as both tnese industries afford great scope and possibilities of future 
deielopment 


Indxjstsies 

93 Agriculture is the chief and most important industry of 
the State and foims the backbone of the revenue of the State and as 
such, its development requires the foiemost attention as there is great 
scope foi its development in the direction of extensive and intensive 
cultnation 


94 Efforts were made during the yeai under report to introduce 
a new variety of uheat, Pusa No 4, 6 and 12 on a small scale. This 
uhent claims to be immune from rust and the experiment though made 
last jear on a small scale proved to be quite satisfactory and 
successful 6800 lbs of Pusa wheat was ordeied out fiom the Pusa 
Keserve Institute but unfortunately the severe frost which destioyed 
other crops, ruined this crop also and it is not possible to pass any 
conclusive remarks on the success of the -expeiiment However as 
uhcat IS largely grown in the State, if more seeds could be available 
from Pusa and if cultn ators will readily take to it, they will be much 
benefited, the crops being practically insured against damage by rust 

The State has sanctioned to attach an Agricultural Branch 
to the office of the Pi,eienue Commissioner and arrangements are 
being made to secure a graduate in Agriculture who will work 
as an Agricultural Inspector and carry on the programme of 
del eloping agricultuie such as manurial experiments, introduction of 
improied iron implements that can save both time and labour, seri- 
culture, introduction of new rich crops such as tobacco, cumin &c, 
for which both soil and cl.mate are suitable, selection of seeds, fodder 
crops such as lucerne, and lejetable crops such as potatoes, cabbages, 
chillies Ac , cattle breeding etc The above are some of the chief lines, 
the de^elopment of ivhich can be undertaken with advantage both to 
the State and the subjects 
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95 Some seeds of English vegetables such as cabbages, knol- 
khol, cauh-flowei, tomatoes, chillies &o were ordered out and supplied 
to cultnatcrs and to the Himalnagai and Idar State gardens All these 
vegetables flounshed well and yielded a satisfactory crop and found 
the soil congenial to their healthy growth 

96 The soil of (he State is verv feitile and all sorts of fruit 
trees such a? lemons, sweet or sour, oianges, citions, mangoes of nob 
varieties, chikoo, pomegranates, pears, sitafalis, &c can be grown heie 

Introeuoiion of impboved Implemekts of Agbicueturb 

97 Efforts were made to introduce improved iron implements 
such as non ploughs RT2 and chaff cutters When the Agricultural 
Branch is opened, a gieater stimulus will be given to the effoits in 
(hat diiection Ploughs with spare shares to suit different kinds of 
soil hare been oideitd out and cultivators aie allowed fiee use of 
the same Though most of the cultivators are conseivative in habits 
unlike then brethren m Gujarat, it is hoped, after some time they too 
Avill seiiouslj take to these improved methods 

98 The Second Bombay Presidencial Exhibitiop was held at 

Ahmedabod during last November^ by the Govein-

The State Eorest Officer Mr J V Patel was placed in charge of the 
Stall assisted by the Idar Maralatdar 

The State obtained a second class silver medal ^Pom the President 
of the Exhibition which was very gratifying 

99 Cattle bleeding is an allieu industry to agriculture and it 
also affords a gieat scope of impiovement According as the financial 
condition of the State irapioves, steps will be taken to develop this 
industry as well 

100 The industry which should first arrest the attention of 
enterprising merchants is the establishment of oil presses in view of 
a large giovvth of rapeseed and other oil seeds and also of an 
abundance of Mahura seeds 

101 Another industry that is almost dead and which is akin 
to agriculture is the weaving industry in the State This industiy is 
in the hands of weavers, principally Dheds, who in competition of mill 
industry are struggling hard to keep up the industry Introduction of 
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iniproveU flj shuttle hand looms and monetary help can save the 
mdu‘.lr^ from its present deplorable state Good -wea-vers can be found 
men m these days from that class 

102 The othei industry in the State nhich needs mention here 
IS stone quarrjing industiy The stone of Himntnngar quarries is of 
•\cij good quality and is being exported to Ahmedabad, Broach, Suiat, 
Bomba j &.c , freely since the reduction in the royalty scale How^cAei 
it must be said that as Bombay and Ahmedabad P W D as also 
the railway authoiities aie making free use of cement the demand is 
not inci easing
